Wilson today toassemble April 7, will 
begin with nothing but the tariff re- 
vision bills before it. This fact was 
made clear in a statement today by 
Representative Underwood, chairman 
of the house committee on ways and 
means. Until tariff legislation is well 
under way In the house, no general 
committees willl be named and no other 
legislative subjects will be taken up. 
No Subject Specified. 

The president specified no subject for 
the extra session in his proclamation; 
but it is fully understood that his 
message to congress at its opening will 
dwell upon the need of tariff revision. 
if currency, Philippine independence, 
Alaskan affairs, woman suffrage ‘or 
other pressing questions are finally 
forced upon the attention of congress, 
it will be only after the democratic 
leaders of the two houses and the 
president are convinced that the suc- 
cess of tariff revision is assured, 

The date fixed for the tariff! session 
was accepted by congressional lead- 
ers with satiafaction, Senate comfmit- 
tees are organized for work and will 
take up the preliminary stages of much 
general legislation early in April. A 
general agreement exists, however, to 
keep general subjects out of active 
discussion while, tariff legislation is 
under Way.

What is believed to mean the ex- 


Mill road as far as the Collier road 
was the action taken vesterday after- | 
noon by the public works committee | 
in recommending to the board of 
county commissioners that a new 
street be graded through from the 
corner of West Tenth and Brady 
streets to a connection with Howell 
Hill road. 

The new street will enable the street 
car company to extend its present line 
out Marietta street into Howell Mill 
road. The street as extended will run

In this respect, I am not my 
brother’s keeper, nor do 1 care to have 
my brother assume that he is my 
keeper.” 

Linton Hopkins in Favor. 

Linton C. Hopkins, president of the 
Atlanta Associated Charities, places 
himself squarely on record as favoring 
moving picture shows, and makes no 
“bones” of his opinion that the major- 
ity of the people feel as he does. Says 
Mr. Hopkins: 

“I am heartily in favor of properly- 
conducted moving picture shows on 
Sunday. I see no more harm in look- 
ing at a good moving picture than at 
a good still one. I see no more harm 
in either than in a Sunday concert. 
The majority of the people consider 
that as matter of right they are enti- 
tled to recreation and amusement on 
Sunday, and | agree with them fully. 
If they are not afforded opportunity 
for innocent recreation, many of them 
are going to seek recreation not so 
innocent, Hlealthful amusements lessen 
crime. 

“In addition to being entertaining, 
goed moving pictures have a high edu- 
cational value, and many of them are 
both uplifting and ennobling. I earn- 
estly hope that a way will be devised 
whereby the moving picture houses 
may remain ope n on Sundays without 
violation of law. 

“The churches: must draw 
somewhere on thé keeping of the Sab- 
bath,” said Dr. Bi F, Fraser, pastor of 
St. Paul's Methodist church. “My 
church has voted .unanimously against 
anv picture show's on Sunday. If such 
shows were pe fpliag dee they would be 
but a beginning for other. social en- 
tertainments on > Binday. I recognize 
the fact that Atlanta is a large, grow- 
ing city and we are already confront- 
ed with the problems of thickly popu- 
lated communities. We must have 
milk on Sunday and we buy from the 
dairymen on the Sabbath. We must 
have ice on Sunday during the hot 
summer and the ice man Is allowed to 
sel] his goods on the Sabbath. The 
Sunday newspapers are a necessity be- 
cause we should know what is going 
on around us. I often find the Sun- 
paper a great help to me for the 
work of the Sabbath day. It is hard 
tc tell exactly where to draw the line, 
but We must draw it or else we would 
have no Sabbath kept holy.’

ORGANIZING FOR EMPIRE. 

S. Davies Warfield, president of the 
Southern Settlement = and Development 
Organization, announces the appointment of 
W. H. Mans as vice president and genera] 
manager, and a casual analysis of its scope 
indicates that the plan of which Mr. War- 
field is the originator is probably the mest 
practical and business-like yet devised for 
_,the development of the southern states. 

Mr. Warfield himselr, in his recent aq- 
dress at Baltimore before the executive 
committee of the organization, outlined its 
purpese broadly as follows: 

1. To make a thorough 
study of the resources and 
the states of Alabama, Arkansas, Florida 
Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland,

This endeavor is differ- 
entiated from some of its predecessors 
which have fared: poorly in that it is en- 
gineered and supported by business men, 
all notably successful in their respective 
fields. All of them are enthusiasts, but 
they take it out in action and not words. 
Mr. Warfield typifies the class of men as- 
sociated with the campaign. Had he done 
nothing else than reorganize the Seaboard 
on its present modern scope, he would have 
written himself as a man who gets things 
done. A master-builder in finance and in- 
dustry, unassuming, not given to pyrotech- 
nics, but driving steadily forward toward 
results, he is doing a great work for the 
south. 

Mr. Manss, chosen as general manager 
of the organization, is splendidly equipped. 


‘He has done developmental and industrial 


work with big eastern and middle-western 
railways, and learned organization and 
trade development from the ground up in 
the Chicago Association of Commerce, the 
most efficient and scientific -organization 
of its kind in the world. 

The south has heretofore needed just 
such a propelling force as that represented 
by this movement—the co-operative and 
concentrated effort of big captains of in- 
dustry, knowing what needs to be done, 
what is to be gained from doing it, and how 
to do it. The Southern Settlement and 
Development Organization ought to mark 
an epoch in southern development. 


A QUEER CONTRAST. 


Reports: from the operation of the mov- 
ing picture shows in Atlanta last Sunday 
afternoon are to the effect that 80 per cent 
of those in attendance contributed sums 
varying from five cents to as much, in scat- 
tered cases, as one dollar. In other words, 
considerably more than a majority o- the 
thousands of people of all classes who pat- 
ronized the shows were glad enough of the 
privilege to pay practically the week-day 
price for it.

The 
audience gives what it will. Certainly, 
there can be no complaint of the class of 
entertainment rendered.

Are they will- 
ing to pay for the one and, however ap 
preciative, unwilling to pay for the otherl 
It does seem that the Sunday concerts are 
deserving of spontaneous support. An aver- 
age of five cents from each of those in 
attendance would not only liquidate the 
expense of each concert, but pile up a sur- 
plus to guarantee more varied and ex- 
pensive programs. It cannot-be claimed the 
cause has lacked publicity. Every news- 
paper in Atlanta has pleaded with the pub- 
lic for liberality. 

The contrast is a curious one. Surely, 
the people of Atlanta should be willing to 
express their appreciation of concerts of 
this class as substantially as they do the 
entertainment represented by the picture 
shows. Each has its separate sphere and 
appeal. But both are at least equally de- 
serving of indorsement of the pocketbook

John Thompson, to whose suggestion in 
considerable measure the present nationa: 
banking system is due, was in his old age 
a@ very quaint and de- — 
lightful companion for ” 
an afternoon's chat. Al- 
though he had amassed 
a good fortune, he was 
singularly modest in his 
dress, frank in his con- 
versation and loyal to 
many of the customs 
which were prevalent in 
his younger days. In 
his office before the 
counters of the Chase 
National bank he was 
wholly unconventional. 
He wore home-knitted 
woolen stockings, even 
in summer. In a pocket 
of his waistcoat he car- 
ried dry tobacco leaves. 
These he used instead F. J. Edwards. 
of prepared tobacco) skilfully rolling a leaf 
into a little pellet which he deposited in 
some mysterious corner of his mouth. 

Mr. Thompson had a rich fund of humor 
and an unusual capacity for describing a 
man by a single word. I asked him one day 
how he was able to get financial support 
for the organization of a bank for which 
he hoped to take out the first charter under 
the national banking act. 

“You mean, of course, the First National 
Bank of New York,” replied Mr. Thompson. 
Then he paused a moment and chuckled. 

“Well,” he continued, “I didn’t have to do 
much soliciting in order to get the capital 
necessary to organize the First National 
bank. I knew that there was a good deal 
of opposition on the part of the state bank- 
ers to the national banking law. Well, they 
had some reason for being opposed to the 
innovation. The national banking law 
would not have been worth a copper had it 
not contained a clause which imposed a tax 
of 10 per cent on state bank notes. Of 
course, Secretary Chase Knew that not a 
penny of that tax would ever be paid. The 
state banks could not afford to pay it. The 
tax was really meant to kill state bank note 
circulation, and it did. 

“Well, of course there was a good deal of 
resentment expressed by those who held 
stock in state banks. I used to tell them 
that they could get all the bank note circu- 
lation they wanted if they surrendered their 
charters and reorganized as national 
banks. Some of them thought [ was poking 
fun at them, but in the course of four or 
five years almost all of them did change 
from state to national banks. 

“Now, in view of this feeling, I knew that 
it would be very difficult to persuade any- 
body to invest in the stock of a bank which 
was to be the first organized under the na- 
tional banking law, so I said to myself that 
l would make it a family affair. And I did. 

“That bank was organized with the small- 
est list of stockholders that ever stood be- 
hind a bank organization. There were only 
three, and they were all members of my 
family. 

“The capital of the bank did not give me 
any anxiety, but I was a good deal worried 
over the attitude of the state banks in the 
clearing house association. I Knew that they 
would not admit my bank to membership 
of that association, at least for a good while. 

“They did refuse to admit the bank, and 
we had to navigate the new institution as 
well as we could. 

‘My, how swiftly things 
wasn’t long before the clearing was 
urging my bank to make application for 
membership. Within a few years we became 
the fiscal agents of the federal government. 
Out of that small beginning grew one of the 
greatest of American financial institutions, 
although after 1877 my own family was not 
identified with that bank. We started the 
little bank, and we called it the Chase out 
of grateful remembrance of the service Sec- 
retary Chase had done in creating the na- 
tional banking system.”

HOW DID WOLFE TONE 
' ‘DIE? 


Among the Ivish heroes, who have sacri- 
ficed everything, even their lives, for their 
distressed country, no one has a warmer 
place in the hearts of all true sons of Erin 
than Wolfe Tone. To this day there is a 
great mystery surrounding his death. He 
was captured by the English, was tried, con- 
demned and sentenced to death within 
twenty-four hours, but apparently the Eng- 
lish were afraid to carry out their sentence, 
and. Wolfe Tone died either by his own hand 
a suicide, or the English trumped up a story 
to avoid getting themselves into serious 
trouble. 

Tone was compelled to flee from his coun- 
try in 1795. He had founded the Society of 
the United Irishmen, and had combined Irish 
Protestants and Catholics in opposition to 
the British government, and was implicated 
in a plan to induce France to land an army 
on the Irish coast. 

When circumstances compelled him to 
leave Dublin he came to America, where he 
remained a year, and then went to France. 
There he was able to persuade the French 
government to equip an expedition for Ire- 
land’s aid.‘ He himself received the rank of 
chief of brigade in the French army. Shortly 
after the French fleet had sailed a storm 


scattered it, and Tone and his little ship, the 
Hoche, Was the only one that reached Eng- 
land and was able to engage the English 
fleet of four men-of-war. 
3 Agee _ a demon against impos- 
, 8S ship was sunk and the 
crew surrendered. When the Irish patriot 
was arrested, he said: “For the cause I feel 
prouder in my chains than if I Was decorated 
with the Star and Garter of England." Be- 
ing court-martialed as a soldier, he demand- 
ed a soldier’s death, but instead the English 
announced that they would hang him. This 
brought on complications, for Tone Was a 
brigadier general of the French army at the 
time, and it Is said that they threatenad, if 
Tone was hung, that they would hang two 
British pHMsoners of equal rank. 

Moreover, as Wolfe Tone had not %e2n a 
British soldier, nor acknowledged by England 
to be a French officer, his trial by military 
court-martial was declared irregular. The 
British government was in a quandary 4s to 
what it should do, but the question solved 
itself when the government announced that 
the prisoner had cut his throat with a pen- 
knife while confined tn his cell. 

This story went well with the enemies 
of Ireland, and was hailed as a happy solu- 
tion of the difficulty. Wolfe Tone died on 
November 19, 1798. It was believed by thou- 
Sands of Irishmen at the time, and even 
since, that he had been killed to avoid the 
entanglements that might otherwise arise, 
and that the suicide story was trumped up 
by some one in power. Considerable was 
made of the fact that being a British pris- 
oner it seemed strange that the government 
should have allowed him to keep a knife in 
his cell. 

Wolfe Tone’s son, who later became an 
officer jn the United States army, thought 
his father might have committed suicide to 
avold the disgrace of hanging. It also has 
been said that he did not use a knife, but, 
instead, used a silver sixpence, which he 
was able to sharpen to a razor edge on the 
stone floor of his cell. 

As to how Wolfe Tone met his death 
probably never will be known. Suffering 
the agony of mind that he was to be hanged 
as a traitor, and that they would not let 
him die as a patriot should die, he may have 
killed himself or the British government 
may have found that the easiest way out 
of their dilemma was not to hang him after 
all, and to avoid publicity to kill him in 
another way.

Robert Bruce, who was about as much 
Scotchman as has ever been gotten together 
under one kilt and tartan, was born in 1274 
and is still very well remembered on beth 
sides of the Scottish border line. 

Bruce was a huge man, with massive pur- 
ple and red legs, and was a very handy man 
in battle, being considerably more fatal 
than smallpox. In his time Scotland was 
doing a precarious business as an independ- 
ent kingdom, and when Bruce, who had a life 
job as Earl of Carrick, was asked to swear 
fealty to the English king, Edward I. it 
ground his proud spirit until he could not 
enjoy his oatmeal. He stood it for ten years, 
after which he went back to Scotland, rallied 
his men around him and asked for the Scot- . 
tish crown which had been kept locked in a 
safety deposit vault for years, because no 
one dared to wear it. Placing the crown on 
his head, Bruce waded into the English, and 
an enjoyable time was had after the custom 
of those days. 

Twice Bruce was defeated and chased 
over the hills with great vigor. The last 
time he retired to an island for a year to 
get his breath and sew up the arrow holes 
in his kilt. In the spring of 1307 he came 
out again, assembled ten thousand mad 
Scotchmen behind him with one toot of the 
pibroch and took the lid off of Scotland. 

They still tell in Scotland how Bruce 
strolled through the English armies, mow- 
ing down men as if they were thistles, and 
occasionally biting a belted earl in two; but 
doubtless these tales are exaggerated. At 
Bruce freed Scotland, and when 
the English army, under young Eddie the 
Second, met him at Bannockburn, he beat 
it so badly that detectives had to be sent 
out to find it. There were other bickerings 
afterward, but always with very discourag- 
ing results to the English, and in the end 
Bruce hung up his sword, worked the dents 
out of his crown and went to reigning peace- 
fully as Robert I., King of Scotland. 

It was achieved a great triumph in those 
days for a king to die peacefully in bed. 
Bruce accomplished his by dying hastily ang 
not pushing on his luck. He passed away in 
1329, one year after final peace was declared, 
and when the news reached England, stocks 
went up forty points. 

Scotland had many kings after Bruce, 
but none of them was very successful, and 
none of them sassed the English and got 
away with it as Bruce did. He was the 
George Washington of his country, but un- 
fortunately neglected to provide it with @

George Lansbury, the former social- 
ist member of the house of commons 
for the Bow and Bromely division of 
Tower Hamlets, who resigned his seat 
in parliament as a protest against the 
rere of the government to give the 
vote to women and was defeated for 
re-election last November, made a 
threatening speech before the Men's 
Federation for Women’s Suffrage to- 
night. He said if public opinion did 
not compel the government to use the 
Police to preserve order at public 
meetings, there was only one thing to 
do and that wag for the men to arm 
themselves and preserve order.

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TUBERCULOSIS SERUM 
FOR ALL SUFFERERS 


Friedmann Willmg to Treat All 
Victims Free if Authorities 
Will Permit. 


New York, March 17.—Dr. Friederich 
F. Friedmann is ready to treat without 
charge all sufferers from tuberculosis, 
according to his brother, Dr. Arthur 
Friedmann, who today declared it was 
a.crime not to permit him to do so. 
Dr. Friedmann has been refused per- 
mission by the medical authorities of 
the city to give his treatment except 
in connection with certain hospitals. 
Since his arrival here, hundreds of suf- 
ferers bave besieged him to aid them. 

“Many of these people have come 
from out of town and they cannot be 
taken into the ecity hospitals because 
they do not live here,” Arthur Fried- ; 
mann declared. Hie told of a victim 
who had laid siege for Dr. 
at his hotel for ten days. 

“This man,” he continued, 
temperature of 104 and 105 
walkine about the streets.

Dr. Friedmann can treat 
only cases under the care of govern- 
ment physiclans: There are hundreds 
of physicians to whom he wants to give 
his treatment for benefit of humanity, 
but his hands are tied.

MOTHER SNATCHES SCREAMING 
BABE FROM CRADLE OF FLAMES 


By a mother’s quickness in snatch- 
ing her babe from a blazing cradle, 
the life of Httle Mildred Murphy was 
saved Monday morning. After putting 
her baby girl to sleep, Mrs. Dupont 
Murphy laid her tenderly in the cradle 
at their home, 142 Lawton street, and | 
then left the room to go to breakfast— 
leaving the cradle just a Httle too near 
an open grate fire. 

Three minutes leter the screams of 
the infant filled the house. Rushing 
to the room Mrs. Murphy found the 
cradle a mass of flames and her baby 
girl screaming tn agony in the migst. 
Mother instinct impelled her forward 
and in the flash of a second she had 
snatched the babe from its fiery nest. 

With blisters all over its little body, 
the child was so seriously burned that 


death was imminently feared all day 


and night Monday. Dr. W. FE, Quillitan 
treated her. The skin was burned en- 
tirely off her face, arms and shoulders, 
fingers were burned to a crisp and 
even the tongue and mouth were Dliis- 
tered. Mildred is only 56 months old. 
There is‘ hope, however, of recovery. 

Dupont Murphy, father of the child, 
who is with the Standard Oil company 
in Atlanta, was out of the city at the 
time of the accident. On his return the 
parents had planned to take Mildred to 
town and have her picture taken by 
the photographer. 

The fire is sald to mave started from 
a piece of coal popping out of the open 
fireplace, lighting on the rug and set- 
ting fire to the drapery of the cradle. 
After her babe was wrapped in a shawl, 
Mrs. Murphy then turned to the cradle, 
still flaming, and picked it up bodily 
and threw it out of the window.
